1 . New figure 27 was received on November 21 , 2008. This drawing is acceptable 
and will be entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,6, 13-14, 16, 18-21 , 25, 30, 37-38, 40 and 42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1 and 30, the prior art does not teach or suggest a dry-type high-voltage load 
system apparatus or method, comprising, inter alia, resistor elements comprising the 
configurations as specific in the claims. Additional reason for allowance can be found in 
applicant's comments in the amendment made after the Non-Final Rejection (see 
Remarks, January 22, 2008, pages 15-19). 

Claims 6, 13-14, 16, 18-21, 25, 37-38, 40 and 42 are allowed due to their 
dependence from the allowance independent claims.
